"If the German government will 
permit, I will be only too glad to 
go to Oslo as soon ins possible,” he

T here 
is not a note of complaint, however, in the entire priceless treasure, and 
it is a little book filled with literary' beauty, as W'ell as being one of the 
most inspiring books I have ever read. T he author was a woman, w riting 
under the nam e of a man.

from the highways in the three month intervals between 
the inspection periods. 
Owners of uninspected vehicles are 
.subject to a fine of $10 and costs or five days in jail, in de­ 
fault. 
Certain garages have been designated by the state 
to inspect cars according to the law’—go to one today and 
have your car inspected—get your sticker.
